The resolution before the House is:that “in view of the anti- 
cipated Increase in, operating costs and related expenditures of 


the New Students’ Union, the SEC recommends that $10 per capita 
be added to the present Students’ Society fees for all regular full- 
time students except those in the Faculty of Graduate Studies and 
Research where the increase shall be $7.50 per capita; these 
increases to become effective for the academic year 1964-65." The 
various ways in which this Increase will be used can be found 


elsewhere In this paper. 


This resolution was put to an 
open mecting last Tuesday. by 
Richard Kaiser.

Second Resolution 


The Open Meeting will also hear 
an appeal from the Men’s Residen- 
ces, Molson, Gardner, and McCon- 
nell Halls concerning the poor 
condition of soundproofing. Re- 
presentatives of these halls intend 
to introduce a motion “to enter 
into direct negotiations with the 
administration with a view to rec- 
tifying the present situation caused’ 
by a lack of soundproofing.” 


Three suggestions, made by Dave 
Stevens, President of McConnell 
Hall, will likely be forwarded. The 
first is that students be placed in 
alternate rooms. The second is that 
since students have not received 
the privacy and opportunities: for 
study promised them, that they 
should be permitted to break their 
contracts without being penalized 
financially. Finally, he will propose 
that the-administration look into 
a permanent means of soundproof:

Campus Canada, a magazine for all Canadian students, 


Will be published next February under the auspices of the. 


National Federation of Canadian University Students. A bi- 
Hngual publication, Its articles will attempt to reflect the 
social, economic, political and literary thought of a student 
population exceeding 100,000. As the first endeavour of this 
type In Canada It represents an ambitious and Imaginative 
new concept, certainly one of the most positive ideas emanat- 
Ing from an organization which has at times been less than 
constructive, 


Unfortunately, however, this most pommendelis idea was 
‘tossed about as a political football at the national congress 
of NFCUS held at the University of Sherbrooke in September. 
McGill had made extensive plans for publishing the magazine 
under Its sponsorship; a complete editorial board had been 
appointed and a constitution was submitted to our SEC which 
promised to approach our Board of Governors on behalf of 
NFCUS to forward a loan of $5,000 for the magazine, However 
from the outset response at the congress was apathetic; certain 
universities were originally against the magazine because 
they did not favour a fee increase or believed that other 


matters deserved priority. Realizing that without the enthu- 


siastic support of all universities in Canada a national maga- 
xine could not possibly survive ‘financially, our delegation 
felt it should, not sustain the risk; this idea prevailed 
after which NFCUS would contribute merely $600 with no 
_ guarantee to cover any loss. 


This entailed accepting the. financial tisk without any - 
guarantee of support from any of the other universities. At: 


this point the delegation from the University of British Colum- 
bia offered to accept all risk, and in, the event of profit, 
would hand proceeds over to NFCUS, This proposal was readi- 
ly accepted, and ‘happily political machinations terminated 
for the year, 


We trust the magazine will become a great success for. 


It is an Idea with potential, a plan which may bridge the 
glaring gap between student organizers on the national level 
_and thelr representees. Also We trust that our committee will 
be given the opportunity to publish the magazine, Geographi- 
cally we are in an appropriate position; linguistically we effect 
a compromise, More Important McGill has a core of very 


capable and earnest students most enthusiastic to manage 


next year’s effort, and who right now ate actively responding 
to the present needs of publication. 


We welcome this idea as perhaps the most practical step 
taken by NFCUS In the past 26 years.

Mr. aries letter to the Daily 


(Nov. 30) affords an example 
of the “spend nothing, do noth- 
ing” philosophy of student gov- 
ernment. The proponents of this 
philosophy, mainly students who 


“have no interest in extra-cur-. 
“ricular activities, have as a basic 
- principle the idea that the scope 


of theke activities should never 
be expanded. Their ‘reason, .in 


“effect, is that since they don't 


participate. in .even a limited 
part of the Students’ Society 
program, there is no point in 
having the program expanded. 
This, I suppose, would be at 
least an understandable attitude, 


if it weren't for the fact that 


the whole. idea behind our So- 
clety’s operations is that of ex- 
tra-curricular education, and im- 


plicit - in this approach is the. 


conviction that every student 
should. benefit from the system. 
In order that this may be ac- 
complished, the Students’ Socie- 
ty must, wherever possible and 


proper, expand its sphere. of. 


operations. 

It is odd, incidentally, that 
the same people who snarl about 
a student “elite” (whatever that 
is) are the first to cry out loud- 
- ]y about any increases in student 
fees. The latter, if properly dl- 
rected, tend to democratize the 
system, and reduce the chances 
of there ever being a dictatorial 
“elite”. And whether or not the 
increase is properly directed in 
any given case can be discovered 
by perusing the proposed hud- 
getary plan for the increased 
revenues. . 

This, in fact, is the real ques- 


tion facing members of the Stu-~ 
dents’ Society at this juncture, 


Is the $10.00 per head increase 
going to be used in a manner 
consistent with the ideals of the 
society ? 

As far as Radio McGill is con- 
cerned, the answer is emphatic- 
ally yes. Mr, Mount. complains 
that no expansion of Radio Mc- 
Gill’s programming is.necessary 
because so few students have 
FM sets, and because those who 
do only want to listen to music, 
not to discussions. He does not 
realize that the idea behind the 
founding of Radio McGill was 
one of public education, not 
simply of student entertainment. 
There is no educational radio 
station in Montreal; our FM 
outlet permits the remedying of 
this lack through the significant 
extension of the University’s 
educational facilities. In a sense 
it affords an opportunity for 
McGill students to contribute’ to 
the educational services which 
McGill offers — they become 


givers as well as takers. And in : 


doing so the 150 to 200 students 
who work on Radio McGill reap 
the very tangible benefits which 
accrue from the adoption of res- 
ponsibility of an educational na- 


ture. Are these ideals not Wworth- 


while ? Perhaps discussion pro- 
grams aren't popular, Mr. 
Mount; but it is this very at- 
titude which our Radio McGill 
staffers are devoted to eradicat- 
ing. We want students and the 
general public alike to take 
an interest in the types of dis- 
cussions which you claim to be 
unpopular. (Furthermore we are 
basically different from the CBC 
in that we are oriented to Me- 
Gill and to Montreal and are 
not committed to a policy of 
catering to as wide a variety of 
minority tastes.as the CBC). 


Thus, in .the case.of Radio ~ 
McGill, it is necessary that a 
trained executive officer be 


hired, in order to guarantee the 
orderly expansion of the activity 
in keeping with the enlarged 


facilities which will be provided.

in the New Union, and in order 
to ensure that high educational 
standards are maintained, 

As for the Daily, which Mr. 
Mount claims should be publish- 
ed only thrice weekly, here is 
another example of the “spend 
nothing, do nothing” philosophy. 
Why not carry the argument to 
its logical extremes ? Why have 
any Daily at all? After all, we 
can -still read the Gazette in 
class. 

The argument against the air- 
conditioning ‘of ‘the Union is 
perhaps more reasonable, in light 
of the fact that few technical 
details have been released on the 
subject, As chairman of the New 


Union Committee, I have talked 


at some length with the archi- 
tects of the new building. Of 
the $22,000 annual operating 
cost for “lighting, heating, and 
cooling’, $8,000 is budgeted 
for the operation of the air-con- 
ditioning apparatus. This ma- 
chinery would be controlled by 


an attendant in the building, 


and would only be put into 
operation when and where it 


was needed, Thus if the building . 


were empty, it would simply be 
turned off. The $8,000 figure 
represents an estimate (by pro- 
fessional engineers) based on a 


… reasonable summer and high 


winter use'of the-bullding, Note 
that the cooling system must be 


used ‘in winter when large in- 


fluxes of students will cause 
sudden rises in temperature; 


this is standard procedure in . 


large buildings. Furthermore the 
two floors. below ground level 
will require cooling on a year- 


round basis as part-of the gen- 


eral ventilating system. : 

It is in keeping with the phi- 
losophy of attracting more stu- 
dents into worthwhile extra-cur- 


_ ricular activities, in. both winter 


and summer, that your New 
Union Committee considers it 
essential that the building be 


kept comfortable for those using. 


it. Also, the University has in- 
formed us that is would like us 
to keep the building air-condi- 
tioned, since all other McGill 
buildings will be so equipped 
eventually. We must remember 
that our maintenance costs are 
insignificant in comparison with 
the installation costs, which are 
footed by the University. Fur- 
thermore the expenses of heat- 
ing, cooling and ventilating the 
building will be less than twice 
the outlay required for heating 
alone in the present Union ; and 
the New Union will have over 
three times as much floor space 


as the old. 


I hope that this letter will be 
able to clear up some of the 
fallacious arguments presented 
in Mr. Mount's letter.

Radio McGill 


Offers Explanation 
Dear Sir: 

I would like to take this final 
opportunity to clear up the 
groundless doubts and mistaken 
impressions which seem to be 
prevalent concerning Radio Mc- 


- Gill, Most of these were indica- 


ted in Mr. J.M. Mount’s letter of 
November 30, The most import- 
ant centered about our demand 
for a professional assistant, and 
was brought about by the use of 
the ambiguous word ‘technician’, 
used both at the last Open Meet- 


ing and in the Daily. This term 
“however has never been used by 
--a-member. of Radio McGill, and. 


we have done our best to specify 
the type of person that we desi- 
re, and also the reasons why. To 


- this effect a long and detailed 


brief has been submitted to the 
SEC, which is the body responsi- 
ble for decisions of policy. Here 
I shall sum up the main reasons, 
and shall try to refrain from at- 


tacking Mr. Mount RENE or 
accusing him of deliberate misin- 
terpretation or willful distortion 
of the facts by quoting out of 
context since this letter is not a 
rebuttal but an explanation. 

It is not a ‘technician’ that we 


_wish; rather it is an executive 


officer who will help us — the 
student managers — to.carry out 
the programming and policy up- 
on which we have decided. There 
fs much more to running a radio 
station than merely turning out 
the week’s programming, espe- 
clally with a new project such as 
ours which must gain support 
and listeners at the, same time. 

We need assistance in coordi- 
nating the activities of the va- 
rious departments, and of the 
many people within them. Con- 
trary to Mr. Mount’s implications, 
we have a very large member- 
ship, and probably one of the Jar- 
gest bodies of student personnel 
genuinely ‘contributing in an acti- 
ve fashion throughout the entire 
school year. And it will grow 
constantly larger as we become 
better organized, and as we in- 
crease our broadcast time. 

And we do need this extra ti- 
me. At the moment we are turn- 
ing down a large number of good 
ideas (and thus, unfortunately, 
large numbers of interested per- 
sons). We are unable to bring in- 
to effect many of our policy deci- 
sions, since we just don’t have 
nearly enough time in which to 
present them. We also need more 
editorial freedom, which of cour- 
se is impossible now, and will re- 
main so until we have-an inde- 
pendent station of our own. 

Mr. Mount has brought up, 
as an argument against increased 
time, the fact that we will have 
to present quite a number of 
music programmes which may 
be obtained elsewhere. Radio 
McGill. is most certainly plan- 
ning music programmes, but not 
as “fill” as is intimated: these 
are an integral part of our 
plans. We are a student activ- 
ity, and those people who wish 


to produce music programmes : 


— there are many — should 
have the opportunity to use 
their knowledge and their ta- 
lents. There is nowhere else 
where they may participate in 


‘this manner.- Also ‘there are 


fields of music in which there is 
not enough coverage in the city, 
and where a buff cannot find 
a good programme, He will be 
able to produce it himself, or it 
will be produced by. one of the 
interested students. Of course 
music will form_only a portion 


of our schedule, There will be 


programmes for every taste and, 
just as important, there will be 


‘an activity for every student, no — 


matter in what direction his ta- 
lents may lie. And for this we 


*: need increased time. We will 


not interest every person all the 
time, as television does not in- 
terest every person with the 
same fare. We have a weekly 
schedule from which people may 
choose their own listening mat- 
ter. 

Mr. Mount also mentions .the 
extra cost of equipment which 
would have to be purchased for 
the operations of an independ. 
ent station. This money would 
certainly not come from the 
annual fees of the Students’ So- 


ciety. Any purchase of such: 


‘capital equipment’ would have 
to come from outside sources 


such as donations, the university 
‘administration, or large corpo- 


rations. 
I have endeavoured to clear 


-up the questions which have 


been: raised. If any more occur, 


I will be more than happy to 


talk in person to those who wish 
to pose them: the Radio McGill 


offices are in. the Union Pent- 


house:

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Social Scientists Realize Duty 


_In Prevention Of Nuclear War

“The representatives of the Peace Research Movement realize 

their duty as soclal sclentists to utilize their knowledge of people 

In preventing a nuclear holocaust.” These were the words with 

which Dr. Leon Jakobovits, of the McGill Psychology Department, 
keynoted his address to the Psychology Club last Friday. 


Dr. Jakobovits cited two exam- 
ples of psychological methods be- 
ing applied to the practical pro- 
blem of peace. . 


The first of these Is a theory put 
forth by Sir Charles Osgood, Presi- 
dent of the American Psychological 
Association. According to him, the 
forces of the cold war have the pro- 
perty of escalation. Dr, Jakobovits 
explained that mistrust is the basic 
force of the cold war, and the fun- 
damental idea behind this hypothe- 
sis is the old one of “mistrust be- 
gets mistrust’ or more positively, 
“trust begets trust”. 

“For instance,” expounded Jako- 
‘bovits, “if country A distrusts 
country B, country B will suspect 
country A, and will in return dis- 
trust her, Consequently country A’s 
distrust will deepen, and the cycle 
will continue until we arrive at the 
present situation. The initial suspi- 
cion of mistrust starts off a whole 
series.” ) 

Jakobovits then stated that Os- 
-good's theory offers a gradual:50- 
lution to the escalation problem. 
He briefly outlined the steps in- 
volved in this solution.

cess,” the doctor stated, “is known 


the Cold War. These would include 
giving up a military base encircl- 
ing Russia, halting nuclear testing, 
and giving financial assistance to 
Soviet countries. 


Dr. Jakobovits explained that the 
second step would be to ask Russia 
to reciprocate with similar actions, 
However, even if she refused, the 
West must continue with its good 
will policy. Public opinion would 
finally force Russia into reciprocat- 
ing. “In Osgood’s opinion,” said 
Jakobovits, “this escalation of trust- 
worthiness would reduce tension 
and gradually put.an end to the 
Cold War.” 


Jakobovits then demonstrated 
one further way in which the Peace 
Research Movement is attempting 
to aid the present crisis, “This pro- 


as “International simulation”, and 
it involves the practice of using 
games for experimental research.” 


Political Games 


Dr. 'Jakobovits showed how Poll- 
tical Science students at Northwest- 
ern played the game of government 
in order to obtain better political 
methods and to test old systems. He 
explained that there were two indi- 
viduals representing each country, 
one who made the internal deci- 
sions, the other who determined fo- 
reign policy. “Each nation is given 
a set of goals to achieve by experi- 
mentation, and allocated a certain 


wo | number of resources to be used in|. 


attaining these,” he said. “The abl- 
lity and success of the nations is 
calculated by how close they come 
to their objectives.” are 
“By this method,” concluded Ja- 
kobovits, “the experimenter can 
see which governmental systems 
are the best; he can check the old 
hypotheses and find new ones with 


which to deal with the critical si- 


tiation today.”

Russia Decades Behind West;

Average Worker Earns Little

“The Russians may be superior in certain areas of aviation 
but In all aspects which benefit man, they are decades behind the 
West.” This viewpoint was expressed by Dr. Trude Weiss-Rosmarin 
in a lecture at Hillel House on Friday. 


The average worker earns 50 
to 60 rubles (50 to 60 dollars) a 
month, a salary which can buy 
him only one and a half pair of 
shoes, No one cares. about his 
work except when on a higher 
economic level — the scientists, the 
professors, the entertainers, These 
people have an incentive but the 
average worker does not care be- 
cause he does not earn enough.” 

“The Soviet Union states that 
there is no antl-semitism in the 
country.” However, the Jews do 
not enjoy the minority rights of 
a nationality. The Ukrainians have 


their own government, as well 
as two representatives in the UN, 
but no such privileges are accord- 
ed to the Jewish people. The 
Russians have no compunction to 
stamp out their religious life.” 
Dr. Weiss-Rosmarin mentloned 
that the eleven foreign students 
of a rabbinical school in Moscow 
were forced to return to their 
home on account of an acute 
housing shortage in the city. Ac- 
tions similar to this as well as 
the fact that there are Jew rell- 
gious leaders have strangled the 
Jewish community.
